This 
I ihou'd think 2 »lain caſe : And tho' 1t he confeſs'd 
1ndecg.lomcthing may be givento miſtaken Minds, 
whole trength of underſtanding cannot reach the 
ſrrength of thoic Arguments, on which thele Sub- 
ſtantia! Matters do depend ; and therefore our wile 
Law-givers have granted them Liberty, without 
any diminution to their Honour or Prudence: Yet 
from the Original of the Reformation it was not 
ſo, Men were oblig'd to be inftruted by their 
own proper Guides, and not by ev'ry Corner-cree- 
per ; who neither can juſtifie his Miniſtry or his 
Doctrine, who may talk Blaſphemy ar his plea- 
ſure, and no Man in the Meeting capable tocontra- 
dict him, who may trump up icdition boldly, and 
nave enough to fid> with him; who with a whi- q 
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ning Cant may pretend to Inſpiration, whenas his 
Ditcourle is {o tar from that. as to be no better than 
plain down-right Non-{enie. And as I doubt nor, 
but that theie are the Circumſtances of many thou- 
{ſands of our deluded Brethren, thus carry'd away 
by the {light of Men 5 joI cou'd heartily wiſh,ſome 
means might be found out to reconcile our Diffe-
